‘Deal with Sheep Herders to Mislead 


Public Alleged. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 1.—~A running fire 
of criticism was poured into the forestry 
service during most of the session of the 
house today while the agricultura! appropria- 
tion bill was under consideration., 

Representatives Mondell of Wyoming and 
| Taylor of Colorado were the chief critics of 
| the bureau of forestry. Mr, Mondell, reply- 
i. to an inquiry by Representative Mann of 
Illinois as to why the national forests could 
not be made profitable, said the reason was 
found in the “scandalous extravagance ” 


| that characterized the conduct of that serv- 


ice. Conventions of foresters, press bureau 
work; unnecessary traveling expenses, and 
the maintenance of large forces of employés 
in Washington were among the [tems of ex- 
travagance enumerated. He mentioned the 
purchase of $40,000 worth of typewriters. 

In no instance was an appropriation re- 
duced as a result of the attacks upon the 
service. 


Explains Deals with Herders. 

In response to questions Mr. Mondell} said 
that in his state timber was cut in the na- 
| tional forests only by the great lumber cor- 
'porations. These men paid $6 for stum 
he declared, when stumpage on private trac 
was Only $1.50, but‘they did not complain be- 
cause they enjoyed a monopoly of such 
stumpage. 

‘In order to make a good showing, he con- 
tinued, great sheep herders made out many 
applications for, permits, each of their em- 
ployés getting a permit. It was by that 
method, he seid, that it was made to appear 
that small grazers were accommodated in 
the forest reserves. 


Untimbered Lands Are Held. 

Representative Taylor of Colorado, ques- 
tioned Chairman Scott as to the reagon for 
including in the forest reserves lands without 
timber. . Replying. Mr. Scott said former 
Chief Forester Pinchot had claimed that such 
land could be planted with trees. 

“Do you not know,” declared Mr. Teylor, 
“that at elevations of 7,000 and 8,000 fect 
it will take 500 years to grow a forest and 
at higher altitudes the time required will be 
longer ?"" 

In his own state. he claimed, land worth 
$200 or $300 an acre wae included in fonpet 
reserves.
